RL CAPE VOICES 
“REMEMBRANCE OF THINGS PAST” 


by Donald G. Trayser 


Lately, reading of the passing of Maude Adams and wishing to place her appearance 
in Dennis, I scanned the long list of Playhouse productions. What an interesting list, I 
thought; what a rich and impressive array of plays and actors Raymond Moore and 
Richard Aldrich have brought to Dennis! The further back I looked, the better the plays 
and performances seemed in retrospect; but that, undoubtedly, may be attributed to my 
rose tinted glasses. One of the privileges accompanying gray hair and creaking joints, 
and in a small measure compensation for same, is that of viewing the past through rose 
tinted lens. At any rate, reading of the Playhouse roll revived happy memories. 


So, for the pleasure of it and for this program note, I posed an “if.” If I could turn 
backward the tide of the years, and view again a choice of performances from the more 
than two hundred during the past twenty-six years, what would I particularly enjoy 
out of golden Dennis yesterdays? 


A glance at the first Playhouse season, 1927, after Raymond Moore had invested $140 
in an old meetinghouse, $1,200 in a three acre meadow, and considerably more in Cleon 
Throckmorton’s design for theatre, recalls at once the memorable performances of Basil 
Rathbone and Violet Kemble Cooper. They played the first four weeks in “The Guards- 
man,” “Peter Ibbetson,” “The Grand Duchess and the Waiter,’ and “Outward Bound.” Id 
like to see any or all of these again; my choice would be “Peter Ibbetson,” a moody, dra- 
matic, sweet, tear jerking drama, with several dream scenes I can still remember. And 
what a cast: Rathbone and Cooper, Frederic Worlock, Leonard Mudie, Laurence Cecil, 
Janet Beecher and Marcia Hanan! A tear for poor Peter! 


Out of the 1928 season I’d enjoy Peggy Wood’s “Candida” or Minor Watson’s rowdy 
“The Barker,” which some folks around Dennis thought pretty shocking, but my first 
choice would be “The Silver Cord,” with Laura Hope Crews and a young man named 
Robert Montgomery—a fine play, with Miss Crews in the sunset of a great career and 
the young man at the dawn of one. I'll skip the next two seasons, though Alice Brady’s 
“Road to Rome” was worth seeing, and both editions of the “Follies” were full of laughs. 
How many remember now that Moore and Steward Baird twice launched full scale 
musical comedies here at Dennis? First the “Cape Cod Follies,” then “Ship Shapes,” 
assembled here, played two weeks and were then whisked to Broadway for brief runs. 
Pilgrim maids in diaphanous gowns, Quaker maids ditto, Cape Cod belles, the King’s 
Highway Quartet, old salts and Craigville Beach trippers, etcetera, that was the “Follie’s.” 


In 1931 unusual was Judith Anderson in O’Neill’s nine-acter “Strange Interlude,” 
which opened at 5 in the afternoon; but it was too much of a good thing. The same year 
that fine actress, Edith Barrett, who played at least half a dozen leads in Dennis, includ- 
ing Barrie’s “Mary Rose” and “What Every Woman Knows,” did Benn Levy’s romantic 
drama “Mrs. Moonlight.” I can still recall the wan, elfin Edith at the piano tinkling out 
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and singing, “Oh For the Wings of a Dove.” I’m a soft touch for moonlight. From the 
1932 season I’d like to see again Rachel Crother’s comedy “When Ladies Meet,” with Rose 
Hobart, Walter Abel and Janet Beecher. A Broadway tryout for John Golden, it went 
on to a considerable success, greatest, I think, of any of the many new plays which have 
opened at Dennis. 


I must skim along more rapidly on the list: I’d like to see again Eugenie Leontovich 
in “Candlelight;’” Maude Adams in “Twelfth Night;” and Beth Merrill in “The Old Maid.” 
But from the mid-thirties, reducing the field, I’d first take Eva LeGallienne’s “Camille,” 
for two reasons, the play, which I have always liked, and the actress, likewise. From 1938’s 
roster I’d enjoy again Jane Cowl’s “Road to Rome;” those lustrous brown eyes would slow 
me on any road, just as they did Hannibal. From 1939 I’d take “Our Town,” with Thorn- 
ton Wilder, its author, and Martha Scott, and “Skylark,” a momentous Dennis produc- 
tion because it marked the first appearance of the many by Gertrude Lawrence, which 
in turn markedly affected Playhouse history. 


Some productions notable in recent years include Paul Robeson’s “Emperor Jones,” 
in 1941; Sylvia Sidney and Luther Adler’s “Jane Eyre,” in 1942; Gregory Peck’s “Playboy 
of the Western World” in 1946; Jean Parker’s “Dream Girl’ and Luise Rainer’s “Joan of 
Lorraine,” in 1947; Eva LeGallienne’s “Corn is Green” in 1949; and Kitty Carlisle’s “Lady 
in the Dark” in 1952. I’d be pleased to see any or all again. In retrospect, the serious, 
dramatic or sentimental sort of play seems to remain in one’s memory long after ex- 
cellent but ephemeral comedies which put one in stitches at the moment, but from which, 
a year later, not a line nor a situation can be recalled. Well, I’ve omitted too many good 
plays and good actors from my list, and I know it. But that for the moment is my little 
remembrance of things past.

CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
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FOR THE FINEST IN ART 


The DENNIS ART GALLERY is pre- 
senting this week an exhibition of prints 
—etchings, lithographs, woodcuts—whose 
subjects pertain to the theatre, the ballet, 


and the circus. These are by important 
American and European artists of the late 
nineteenth and early twentieth centuries 
and have been collected personally as he 
traveled through Europe by George Binet 
of Brimfield, Massachusetts. The French 
group is a vivacious and spirited display 
by such masters as Jacques Villon, Andre 
Derain, Henri Matisse and Georges Rou- 
ault. The French artist has his own pecul- 
iar approach to these subjects with a sense 
of participating in the action and joy of 
the theme. Americans are perhaps more 
interested in a psychological study of the 
entertainer. Their work here includes 
that of Irene Aronson, designer of cos- 
tumes, and who was herself with the cir- 
cus for a time. Others are Max Ernst, 
Roderick Mead, and Arthur Heintzelman. 
Among the Italian prints is the sculptor 
Marini’s “Acrobats and Horses.” Massimi 
Campigli’s theatre audiences and dancers 
are typical of the Etruscan influence 
which characterizes so much of his work. 
Spain, Belgium, Mexico, and Holland are 
also represented by foremost printmakers 
from these countries. 


In addition outstanding examples of 
sculpture will be on view. Woodcarving 
by Vernon Smith in low relief provides 
intriguing. contrast with that in the round 
of such a work as the terra cotta portrait 
of Jose Limon by Sheila Burlingame from 
Provincetown. Miss Burlingame’s sea 
horse fountain in the entrance to the gal- 
lery is also a work of distinction, having 
won first prize at the National Arts Ex- 
hibition in New York in 1952, and having 
been shown in the famous International 
Sculpture Exhibition in Philadelphia this 
past year. A note of humor may be ob-

served in the caricature of the FBI man 
by Anthony Lauck from Indiana who 
exhibited recently in Provincetown. 


The exhibition will continue until Sep- 
tember 1. The gallery which is located 
between the Cape Playhouse and the Cape 
Cinema is open to the public weekdays 


from 2:30 until 5:30 except Thursday, Sat- 
urday from 3 until 6 and evenings during 
the week except Thursday and Saturday.
